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Summary 

This investigation pertains to peijury being committed by Mr. Michael Arreaga during sworn testimony before 
the Lake County Investigative Grand Jury on Friday, January 27, 2017. It is necessary to provide some 
historical background to lay the foundation for this investigation. 

On 04/18/2016, at approximately 2040 hours, a shooting incident occurred at 6014 E. State Highway 20 #B 
Lucerne, CA 95458 - The residence of Mr. Michael Arreaga and Mr. Jason Arreaga. During this incident, Mr. 
Michael Arreaga was shot in his right leg. This shooting investigation is thoroughly documented in Lake 
County Sheriffs Department case number #C 16040227. During this investigation. Lake County Sheriffs 
Deputies and Detectives interviewed Mr. Michael Arreaga and Mr. Jason Arreaga pertaining to the shooting 
which severely injured Mr. Michael Arreaga’s right leg. As a result of the statements provided by both of the 
Arteaga’s, Lake County Sheriffs Department arrested and booked a Mr. Jeremy Bryant for the crime of 
664/187 PC - Attempted Murder. Mr. Bryant provided a statement that was completely different than the 
statements provided by the Arreaga’s. The Lake County District Attorney’s Office formally charged Mr. 
Bryant with attempted murder. Mr. Bryant was held to answer after his preliminary hearing on May 25 th 
2016, and was awaiting trial in the Lake County Sheriffs Department Correctional Facility. 

On 07/04/2016, Mr. Jason Arreaga is alleged to have committed the attempted murder of Mr. Antonio 
Dalbalcon. This investigation is memorialized in Lake County Sheriffs Department Report# 16070049. Mr. 
Jason Arreaga was taken into custody for this crime and is presently in custody on this case and awaiting trial. 

On 01/04/2017, Lake County District Attorney Investigator (DAI) Bean ~ 2315, was conducting follow up and 
monitoring the inmate telephone calls made by Mr. Jason Arreaga. Investigator Bean accessed the Jail 
Telecommunication System - Global Tel-Link (GTL) and began to conduct her follow up investigation. 
Investigator Bean located a call between Mr. Jason Arreaga and his father, Mr. Michael Arreaga. During the 
call, the Arreaga’s discuss the shooting incident from 04/18/2016. They discuss several components of that 
investigation that could only have been known by someone involved in the incident. Investigator Bean 
realized that the Arreaga’s had provided false information to the detectives and also realized that Mr. Bryant 
should be cleared of his alleged attempted murder charges immediately. This was based upon the fact that Mr. 
Michael Arreaga admits during the conversation that he in fact had shot himself in the leg and that he had not 
been shot by Mr. Bryant. Investigator Bean also realized, as a result of monitoring the call, that the Arreaga’s 
were conspiring to commit peijury in that they were discussing how they would explain discrepancies in the 
case if they were questioned about it at a later date. Investigator Bean memorialized her findings into a report 
and a copy of the report is attached. (Attachment #1) Below is the excerpt of this phone call from Investigator 
Bean’s report.

Call to Male (Michael Arreaga, Jason’s father with same phone number. During a different call to the same 
number Jason identifies the male by calling him Dad.) Michael was involved in the above pending case and 
was shot during the incident. They discuss Michael sending money to Jason and putting money on the phone. 
Michael says he talked to his sister who tried talking to him about the incident. Michael did not want to talk 
about what happened during the incident however he later makes many statements about it (what I determined 
to be April of 2016).

This phone call was recorded by the GTL system. Investigator Bean copied the call and provided a copy to 
me. I copied this phone call onto a CD and made two copies, one for evidence and one for discovery 
purposes. 

On 01/27/2017, the Lake County Investigative Grand Jury was convened. The Lake County Investigative 
Grand Jury subpoenaed Mr. Michael Arreaga. Mr. Michael Arreaga responded to his subpoena and arrived 
for testimony on 01/27/2017. Mr. Michael Arreaga was duly sworn in by the Grand Jury Foreman and was 
immediately questioned by Lake County Senior Deputy District Attorney (DDA) Ed Borg. DDA Borg 
questioned Mr. Michael Arreaga about the shooting incident on 04/18/2016. Mr. Michael Arreaga testified 
about the shooting incident and his testimony was consistent with the version that he had initially told Lake 
County Sheriffs Detectives. Mr. Michael Arreaga’s testimony was also consistent with the version that he 
and his son Jason had concocted as captured on the jail phone call discovered by Investigator Bean. Mr. 
Michael Arreaga testified to the Grand Jury, amongst other things, that the perpetrator had gloves on his 
hands. As seen above, the Arreaga’s conspired to add this lie to their scheme in the event investigators did not 
discover any other DNA on the rifle that was used by Mr. Michael Arreaga. 
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Mr. Michael Arreaga provided false testimony to the Grand Jury about every single component of this 
investigation including whether or not he had spoken to his son Jason about the investigation. Mr. Michael 

Arreaga’s testimony was captured via the certified court reporter - Denise Hansen. This testimony was 
provided via transcripts provided and certified by Ms. Hansen. A complete copy of these transcripts were 
placed onto a CD and two copies were made, one for evidence and one for discovery purposes. An excerpt 
from Mr. Michael Arreaga’s testimony is provided below.

18 A I'm sorry. Say it again. 

19 Q So you were in a care home in Petaluma for some 

20 period of time? 

21 A The Windsor Care Center.

23 sort offacility in Petaluma recovering from your injury;

1 Q How long were you there?

Analysis: 

Based upon this investigation, it appears true beyond a reasonable doubt that Mr. Michael Arreaga willfully 
and intentionally violated California Penal Code Section 118- Perjury- A Felony. This can be established and 
proven by the following: Mr. Arreaga had a phone conversation with his son, Jason Arreaga who was an 
inmate at the Lake County Sheriff Department Detention Facility. This conversation was recorded and 
reviewed. During this conversation, both Arreaga’s speak about particular details of the shooting on 
04/18/2016. Both Arreaga’s speak about their “true” version of the events. Both Arreaga’s speak about what 
they will testify to in court. The version of the events spoken of by the Arreaga’s on the recorded jail phone 
line was quite different then the version given by the Arreaga’s during the criminal investigation. 

Mr. Arreaga was subpoenaed before the Lake County Investigative Grand Jury. During his testimony before 
the Grand Jury, Mr. Arreaga gave a version of the events that was similar to the version he gave to sheriff 
department criminal investigators at the time of the incident. Mr. Arreaga was confronted with the audio 
recording between him and his son and could not give a viable explanation as to the discrepancies. Mr. 
Arreaga perjured himself multiple times in representing material facts as being true when he knew at the time 
he provided testimony to the Grand Jury that those material facts were false. There are countless lies told by 
Mr. Michael Arreaga during the Grand Jury proceedings that can be proven as lies due to Mr. Arreaga’s own 
words during his phone conversation with his son. 

Based upon this investigation, it appears true beyond a reasonable doubt that Mr. Michael Arreaga willfully 
and intentionally violated California Penal Code Section 148.5 (a) - Filing a false police report. This can be 
established by the following: Mr. Arreaga was involved in a shooting incident on 04/18/2016 during which he 
was shot in the right leg suffering a significant life altering injury. Immediately thereafter, he telephoned the 
Lake County Sheriff’s Department and reported the incident. The statement provided by Mr. Arreaga to law 
enforcement ultimately led to the wrongful arrest of Mr. Jeremy Bryant for the crime of 664/187PC - 
Attempted Murder. This false statement to police officers was proven to be false by way of a recorded jail 
phone call between Mr. Michael Arreaga and his incarcerated son Jason Arreaga. During this recorded and 
preserved phone call, Mr. Arreaga makes several statements that indicate his version of the events to law 
enforcement was false. Mr. Aneaga perpetuates this falsehood during this phone call by conspiring with his 
son to falsify his statement in the future if any further inquiry was made by law enforcement. Mr. Arreaga 
also provided this same false information to the Lake County Investigative Grand Jury on 01/27/2017 as 
detailed in the above narrative.

I took several digital photographs of the victims and scene. Those digital photographs were later 
incorporated into this report. 

Sergeant Davis, Lakeport Police Department Officers Trouette and Eastham, and CHP Officer Buchholz 
arrived on scene to assist. 

Deputy Barreto and I secured the scene and began processing evidence. We recovered the rifle, a 
Winchester Model 94 30-30, and cleared it for safety. The rifle had one empty cartridge in the chamber 
and three (3) live rounds of Super Speed 30-30 Winchester rounds. I then recovered the articles of 
clothing cut off of Michael by emergency medical personnel. All items collected ai the scene were later 
booked into evidence at the LCSO Main Office. 

I then contacted Patti Lynn Adams and Peggy Lou Lydon at the corner of Second Avenue and East State 
Highway 20, in Lucerne. I asked them if they saw anything and they told me the following, in 
summary: They are sisters and were sitting on Peggy's porch located at 6015 First Avenue, in Lucerne. 
They stated they heard a weird noise that sounded, "Like a car crash," then heard two people "hot¬ 
footing it" past their address on First Avenue. They were unable to clearly see either of the people 
running but said it sounded like a male and a female. 

I then contacted Gregory Wayne Thayer at the opposite comer of Second Avenue and East State 
Highway 20, in Lucerne. Thayer told me the following, in summary: He told me he was sitting at a 
bench on the pier at Alpine Park, Approximately an hour ago, two men whom he described as an Indian 
male adult and a white male adult were sitting at the bench next to him. He stated he overheard them 
saying something similar to, "They were waiting for this piece of shit to come home and they were 
gonna teach him a lesson and he needs to be out of Lake County." I asked who they were waiting for 
and he said, "Whoever stole the dope lives there. I never met the guy. His name is Jason, I think." 
Thayer then pointed to 6014 B East State Highway 20. He stated he overheard the person they were 
waiting for beat up a friend of theirs and stole two (2) ounces of marijuana from him. According to 
Thayer, the white male adult noticed someone arrive at the aforementioned address, handed his beer to 
the Indian male adult, and said something similar to, "There he goes. I can handle this myself, you don't 
need any trouble. I've had it with this fucker and I'm going to mutilate him." He said the white male 
adult then ran to 6014 B East State Highway 20. Thayer then heard what he described as "Shit going 
on" and the white male adult whistled loudly. The Indian male adult then told Thayer, "Nice meeting 
you man," and "hauled ass" to the aforementioned address. 

I asked Thayer to describe the white male adult. He stated the white male adult wore a white "wile 
beater" t-shirt, blue jeans, and white leather shoes. Still suspecting that Jeremy Lee Bryant may be the 
suspect, I asked Thayer to look at a digital photograph I took of Bryant last week. Thayer viewed the 
photograph on my department issued digital camera and stated, "Yeah, that's him but he had a goatee.” 

I then re-contacted Jason in front of his residence. I asked him to look at the same photograph of Bryant 
on my digital camera and he stated, "That’s the main guy, Jeremy." I asked him if that was the guy that 
tried to wrestle the gun from his father and he said, "Yes." 
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incident. 

As of the writing of this report J have been unable to identify or contact Rich Pulido, his girlfriend, or 
his son. 

I informed Bryant he was under arrest, placed him in handcuffs, and escorted him to the rear seat of my 
patrol vehicle. I transported Bryant to the I-Iill Road Correctional Facility where he was booked for 
664/211 PC - Attempted Robbery, 245(a)(2) PC - Assault with a Firearm and 459 PC - Burglary. 

While at the Hill Road Correctional Facility', I informed Officer Phillipi I intended to collect Bryant's 
clothing as evidence. I provided Officer Phillipi with several brown evidence bags for collection. 
Officer Phillipi then presented me with Bryant's clothing in the brown evidence bags. Deputy Barreto 
assisted me with collecting evidence from the hands of Bryant. We placed distilled water on two (2) 
cotton swabs and rubbed them on each of Bryant's hands. The swabs were placed in a Swab Carton. I 
later placed distilled water on a Control Swab and placed it in a separate Swab Carton marked 
"Control." All items collected at the scene were later booked into evidence at the LCSO Main Office. 

I later copied all statements recorded on my department issued audio recorder to a compact disc and 
attached it to this report. 

Case status closed: Cleared by adult arrest 
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Eastham assisted Officer Trouette while CHP Officer Buchholz stood by with Jason. Medics 
transported Michael to an air ambulance where he was transported to Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital for 
additional treatment. 

I contacted Jason Murphy and his girlfriend, Keeaira Mckee, who reside in unit #A. Jason M. told me 
the following. An male adult, whom he was unable to see clearly, began knocking on his door. Jason 
opened his window and asked him what he wanted and the man told him he was there to see the 
"Skinhead." Jason M. stated he told the male that no one lived there besides him and his girlfr iend and 
told him to leave. He heard the male go to Michael’s residence and start knocking on the door loudly. 
Jason M. observed at least three other people run across the street from the park and the male began 
screaming something about a bag of "stolen weed." Jason M.t hen heard a commotion and a loud bang 
but did not think anything of it until he saw all the patrol cars. I then spoke with Keeaira, who told me 
she heard a commotion at Michael's residence about someone "stealing a bag of weed," She said she did 
not actually see the incident, she only heard what went on. 

I went next door to 6410 Hwy 20 and contacted the reporting party, Paola Vollmer and her husband, 

Eric Vollmer. Eric told me he heard "banging" on Michael's residence and someone screamed "I am 
going to kick your ass" and then some type of commotion. Eric heard a gunshot and Paola called 911. 
Paola stated she was watching television and heard a loud bang. She observed several people outside 
her residence and heard what appeared to be a fight. Paola called 911 to report what was happening and 
heard a shot. Paola and Eric informed me they had just moved Lucerne and did not recognize anyone 
involved because it happened very fast. 

I contacted Judy Flaherty, who resides at 6014 Hwy 20 #D. Judy stated she did not hear any fight, but 
she did hear what she thought was a gun shot. Judy did not see anyone. 

I went back to the crime scene with Deputy Alvear and processed the scene. After we were done 
collecting the evidence, I consulted with Sgt. Davis, who had spoken with Detective Lt. Paulich and 
released the scene to Jason. I collected the crime scene log and later attached it to this report. Deputy 
Alvear conducted a photo lineup and was able to identify a suspect, Jeremy Bryant. 

Deputy Alvear and I canvassed Lucerne extensively and were able to find Jeremy. Deputy Alvear 
placed him under arrest and transported him to the HRCF for booking. Jeremy had made a spontaneous 
statement to us about Michael shooting at him and the bullet ricocheting off the door or wall, hitting him 
in the leg. I went back to 6014 Hwy 20 #B and Jason allowed me to come in and check the walls and 
doors. I did not see any signs of the bullets having ricocheted anywhere in the house. 

I went to the HRCF and assisted Deputy Alvear in collecting DNA from Jeremy using distilled water 
and sterile cotton swabs which were later incorporated into this report.

Narrative: 

On Monday, 4/18/16, at approximately 2045 hours, I responded to 6014B E. State Highway 20, 
Lucerne, for a subject with a gunshot wound to the leg. Deputies Alvear and Barreto responded and 
arrived on scene first. They were assisted my Officer Eastham and Trouettc, Lakcport Police 
Department, and Officer Bucholtz, CHP, who arrived shortly aficr to assist on the incident. 

Upon my arrival,D eputy Barreto briefed me on the incident (see his supplemental report for 
information. I then briefly spoke with Deputy Alvear, who briefed me on his part of the investigation 
(see original report for information). Deputy Barreto then showed me the incident scene. From a short 
distance, I was able to see blood on floor of the room and a rifle on the bed. 

After looking at the incident scene, I contacted Lt Paulich by phone and briefed him on the 
incident. Due the investigative activities already completed by Deputies Alvear and Barreto, the 
decision was made against having any Detectives respond out to the incident scene. I directed Deputies 
Barreto and Alvear to finish processing the scene and collect any necessary evidence items, including 
the victim's blood pants (which were cut up). 

While they were processing the incident scene, I contacted a Hogan Cheung at 6000 E. State 
Highway 20, the 1 .uceme Gas & Service. Cheung made us aware that he had surveillance cameras point 
in the general direction of the incident. I reviewed the surveillance cameras video. The cameras did not 
catch the actual incident. You can see multiple subjects standing across the street from 6140 E. State 
Highway 20. They cross the street and the camera loses sight of them. Alfcr a couple of minutes, you 
can see a couple of subjects running away from the incident, back towards Alpine Park. I downloaded a 
copy of the video,w hich I later transferred to a DVD disc and gave to deputy Alvear to place into 
evidence. Cheung said he did not actually see the incident either. I cleared the incident scene and 
returned to my other patrol duties. 

In communicating with Deputy Alvear, I know he eventually made an arrest of a suspect 
(Jeremy Bryant) for this incident. 

Upon returning to the Sheriff’s Office Main Office, took the cut up pants for Michael Arreaga 
and placed them into a secured drying rack in order to help preserve possible evidence on them. Once 
dried, the cut up pants will placed into an evidence locker 

At approximately 0730,1 contacted Evidence Technician Elona Porter and asked her to complete 
an ALS (Alternative Light Source) examination of the suspect's clothing, looking for possible blood 
splatter on the suspect's recovered clothing (see supplemental report for additional information from 
Porter).

SUFPLEMENT: 

On 04/20/2016,1 received a Request for Further Investigation from Deputy District Attorney Borg in 
regards to Case U 16040227. 

At approximately 2009 hours, I arrived at 6014 #B East State Highway 20, in Lucerne, to complete a 
Residence Diagram and further interview Jason Atreaga. While completing the Residence Diagram, I 
examined the area surrounding the front door for possible bullet impact points. I did not observe any 
bullet holes, dents, or fragments of any kind. I photographed the metal security gate and surrounding 
areas. 

I asked Jason if we could speak again about what happened the night his father was shot. Jason told me 
the following, in summary: His father has no cartilage in his knees and his lower vertebrae have been 
fused together. His father is capable of standing and walking on his own but not for prolonged periods 
of time. His father is not confined to a wheelchair but uses it regularly. On the night of 04/18/2016, 
they were both laying in bed and watching a movie. His father was not in the wheelchair. Jason heard 
banging outside of their residence and got up to investigate. As he approached the front door, the metal 
security gate was forced open so violently, it caused the inner door to open. He said he saw multiple 
people standing outside the security gate. He said "Jeremy" hit him twice in the face. I observed a small 
bruise below Jason’s left eyebrow, multiple superficial scratches on his right wrist, and scrapes on his 
knees. He said being struck in lire face caused his glasses to shift on his head and he stumbled to his 
right. According to Jason, two men (one being "Jeremy"), pushed passed him towards his father. He did 
not turn around as he was trying to keep more people from entering. He then heard the gunshot and 
looked over his left shoulder. As he looked back, "Jeremy" and the other male ran passed him and out 
the door. Jason states his father could be seen laying on the floor, next to the bed. He did not see who 
had hold of the rifle or how the rifle was positioned when it fired. 

The victim was approximately thirty-two (32) feet from the front door when he was shot. If in fact the 
bullet was fired at the front door and ricocheted back, it avoided a speaker the is approximately one (1) 
foot wide, a flat screen television that is approximately four (4) feet wide, a floor to ceiling pillar that is 
approximately one (1) foot wide, and Jason. 

While examining the metal security gate, I saw several screws used to secure the gate to the exterior 
siding had been pulled out. Jason said this occurred when "Jeremy" forced it open. 

I took several new pictures and added those pictures to this report. Please refer to Photographs 67-97. 

I was unable to interview Richard Pulido although I did briefly contact him at his place of employment. 
Running Creek Casino. I updated all of his information in REMS. He asked to be contacted by a 
detective on 04/21/2016, before 1200 hours.

On 4/25/2016,1 removed item 4 from its packaging - Super Speed 30-30 Win spent casing, took photos, 
and attached the photos to this report (photos 147 and 148). 

Case Status: Closed 
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On 4/28/16,1 contacted Michael Arreaga at Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital. The interview was 
recorded. I stored the recording on a CD. The lollowing is a summary of what he told me. 

Michael Arreaga said he was home with his son Jason Arreaga when this incident occurred. He 
was laying on their bed which is located in the back of the residence while Jason Arreaga was by the 
kitchen area nearby. He heard banging on the walls outside his residence. Jason Arreaga went to the 
front door to see what was going on. Michael Arreaga heard three voices making comments similar to, 
"Open the fucking door right now we arc coming in there. We're gonna take what you got." He also 
heard one of the subjects say something like, "We are all armed here so don't think about doing 
anything." He told me they were not concerned about his pitbulls and he had a gut feeling that this was 
not going to be good and feared for his safety and his son's safety. He retrieved his 30-30 rifle from the 
area that he kept it by the bed and loaded it. He told his son to get away from the door because he was 
planning on firing a warning shot or "skipping" a round off the floor to hit them low thinking there was 
less of a chance of killing someone that way. He said his intent was to stop them from coming in, not to 
kill anyone. He said the subjects did not seem to care that he had a gun so he thought they must be 
aimed themselves. 

Michael Arreaga said he was sitting on the edge of the bed and loaded the rifle with four or five 
rounds of sofr tip ammunition. He cocked the rifle once. He was trying to aim the rifle at the gate while 
ordering his son to get out of the way. He thought about trying to get into his wheelchair but did not 
think he would have time. He recalled going towards the front door but could not remember if he 
walked or crawled. He recalled thinking that he wanted to stay low so if he had to shoot he would only 
hit them in the feet or legs. 

Michael Arreaga recalled hearing the subjects screaming, "Open the fucking door now!" and that 
they already had their hands inside the security gate. They were pulling on his son by the arm against 
the security gate. He said it was really dark and he could not see anyone with weapons but he 
rememhered one of the subjects saying, " I’ve got a pistol I don't care what you got in there." He said 
there was one light on inside the back of the residence by the mattress area and there were no porch 
lights or interior lights on by the fr ont door. He recalled that he could see their hands coming through 
the security gate and shaking the gate. He recalled thinking the gate was going to come down because 
he could hear it banging against the wall as they shook it. He said by that time he was behind his son. 

He saw the gate hit his son on the head and realized lire security gate was now open and they were 
coming in. He saw that his son was pinned between the gate and the wall as the subjects were trying to 
get in. The subjects said, "Get the fuck out of the way we’re coming in. We're taking your shit. We 
know you got money in there. We know you got dope in there. We $«iow you got drugs in there. We 
know we've already been told. Get out of the way." 

I asked Michael Arreaga at what point did he decide he needed to get the gun. I asked him what 
was happening that made him decide he needed to get the gun. He said when he saw them fighting with 
his son and heard what Uiey were saying, he felt they were coming in the house. He thought all three 
subjects had guns and was afraid they were going to shoot him and his son. He said the gun was kept in 
the cabinet behind his bed. 

I asked Michael Arreaga about his ability to walk. He said he is able to take a few steps to as 
many as about ten steps on his own but prefers to use a walker or wheelchair. He said the night of this 
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incident he was able to walk more because of the adrenalin. He told me he needs both hips replaced. He 
said he is on permanent disability due to his hip condition. He has other medical conditions but they do 
not effect his ability to walk. 

Michael Arreaga described how once he reached the doorway, he could see his son was pinned 
between the gate and the wall and the subjects were grabbing his son by the arm so his son could not get 
out of the way. He estimated he got within about 5 feet of the doorway. He was trying to aim the gun 
but was having trouble getting a clear shot because his son was in the way. He started moving to the 
right when one of the subjects reached out and grabbed the barrel of the rifle. That started what he 
described as a tug of war with the gun. Michael Arreaga then described how he tried "a move” to get the 
gun away. He indicated that he had some kind of self defense training related to taking a gun or keeping 
someone from taking a gun from you, from prior employment as a security guard. He demonstrated how 
he tried to hit the butt stock end of the rifle with one hand, while maintaining a grip on the trigger guard 
area of the rifle with the other hand, in an effort to break the subjects grip on the barrel. The maneuver 
did not work and he ended up with barrel pointing at him at one point. They are still struggling for 
control of the gun. The subject was trying to pull Michael Arreaga's hand away from the trigger guard 
while the gun is pointed down towards him and the ground on Michael Arreaga's right side. The rifle 
fired during the struggle for control of the gun. The shot hit him on the outside of his right leg in the 
calf area. He fell to the ground and the rifle fell to the ground. He said there was only one shot. He 
blocked the doorway when he fell to the ground. He said one of the subjects, the one he was fighting 
over the gun with, was able to just get inside the threshold. He recalled looking up and could see the 
subjects still had his son pinned behind the security gate and were repeatedly hitting his son with the 
gate. 

Michael Arteaga described the subject he was fighting over the gun with as a WMA, with blonde 
hair and a blonde colored goatee, approx. 5'11" about 175 lbs wearing jeans and a t-shirt. He recalled 
the t-shirt was not white but could not recall the specific color. He thought there was a total of three 
subjects because he recalled hearing three distinct voices. He said the WMA h e was struggling with w as 
the person making most of the comments about coming in, etc. 

I advised Michael Arreaga of the Simmons Decision from a dept, issued form. He indicated he 
understood and signed the form. I showed him five photo arrays which contained a photograph of 
Jeremy Biyant, Richard Pulido, Jerry Adkins, Nick Azbill and Alejandro Lopez. Bryant's lineup was in 
black and white. Tire remaining lineups were in color. The photos were arranged in random order. He 
identified Biyant and Azbill in the photo lineups. He signed and dated both photos. He said Bryant was 
the WMA he was fighting over the gun with. He thought Azbill looked like the person standing behind 
Biyant. He did not identify anyone else in the other lineups. I stored the photo lineups and Simmons 
form in evidence at the LCSO Main Office. 

Michael Arreaga recalled after the shot was fired that he could not find the cell phone so they 
could call for help. He thought he crawled back to the bed where he thought the cell phone was. The 
subjects left as soon as the shot was fired. He recalled one of them saying, "I don't care that you got 
shot.” He recalled thinking that he was going to die because he was losing so much blood. He thought 
he reached the cell phone and gave it to his son before starting to pass out. He had no idea why this 
happened, did not know any of the people. He kept telling them, "You have the wrong guy” He said in 
the hours before this happened he was sleeping and did not recall anyone coming to the house before this 
incident happened. He said he does not know anyone that goes by the name, "Freedom” or Zach Glover. 
Refer to the recording for further details. 
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On 5/2/16,1 received a CD from LCSO Central Dispatch with two 911 calls received related to 
this incident. I stored the CD in evidence at the LCSO Main Office.

On 4/19/16,1 checked out item 1 (surveillance video) and found that it could not be played 
without the surveillance system video player. I returned item 1 to LCSO Evidence. I contacted Hogan 
Cheung at his business and obtained another copy of the surveillance video which included the system 
video player. I was able to view the video and store a working copy on a DVD (item 18) in evidence at 
the LCSO Main Office. 

On 4/19/16, Det. Keener and I contacted Jason Arreaga. The interview was recorded and stored 
on a CD. He and his lather were watching a movie. He heard banging on the wall and got up to answer 
the door. He found approx, ten people standing outside. He recognized two of them. One he knew as 
Jeremy (later identified as Jeremy Biyant) and the other he knew as Marco or Mario (possibly Native 
American) who is a cousin of a person named Nick Azbill that he used to live by. He said everyone 
was talking to him saying different things at the same time. Bryant suddenly punched Jason Arreaga in 
the lelt eye through the locked security door. I could see a red mark on his left eye that was consistent 
with someone who wears glasses having been punched. Bryant then began kicking the security door and 
was able to eventually force it open. Jason Arreaga said he then was trying to keep them from getting 
through the front door into the residence. He said his glasses fell off and he was unable to see clearly 
after that. He said Bryant and "Marco" were able to get past him into the residence. He continued 
struggling with the other people trying to keep them out of the house. He said his father was on their 
bed behind him. He then heard a gunshot and everyone ran out Jason Arreaga showed me scratches on 
his hands, arms and legs that he suffered during this incident. Those injuries were already photographed 
and added to this report in RIMS by Deputy Alvear. 

I advised him of the Simmons Decision ffom a dept, i ssued form. He indicated he understood 
and signed the form. I showed him a color photo array which contained a photograph of Richard Pulido. 
The photos were arranged in random order. He pointed to the picture of Richard Pulido and said he 
looked like one of the suspects he knew as Mario/Marco but the hair was different. I had Jason Aueaga 
initial and date the photo as well as write on the page "This looks like one of them but hair was 
different." 

I asked Jason Arreaga why he thought this happened. He said that he had only been living there 
for about a week and a half. The people that came to his house were talking about a person named 
"Freedom" and other stuff that he could not understand because they were all saying different things to 
him at the same time. He felt that everything was directed at him and might be related to a recent 
homicide case he was involved in because he thought one of the suspects Marco/Mario was related to 
someone in that case. He said he was released from jail for that case on 2/29/16. He said his father is 
disabled. Refer to the recording for further details. I stored the photo lineup and Simmons form in 
evidence at the LCSO Main Office. 

On 4/19/16, Det. Keener and I contacted Greg Thayer. The interview was recorded and stored on 
a CD. Thayer said he took his dog with him to the Lakeview Market. He then went to Alpine Park to 
hang out for a while and drink a beer. He was sitting on a park bench a couple feet from a park bench 
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where an IMA and a WMA (Bryant) wearing a white tank top, blue jeans and white tennis shoes with a 
red slripe were sitting. He said there was a large group of people fishing nearby as well. He overheard 
Bryant talking to the IMA about how someone had beaten up "Freedom" (Zachary Glover) and stolen 2 
ounces of marijuana from him. Thayer said they were watching the house they believed the person lived 
at (Jason Arreaga). Thayer saw another IMA with a ponytail come over and tell them that Arreaga was 
on the way home. Thayer said they watched the house and saw Arreaga get dropped off. Thayer said it 
was starting to get dark. He heard Bryant tell the IMA that he was going to, " ..show him (Arreaga) who 
is boss around here and I'm gonna fiick him up. I'm gonna fuck him up hard." Thayer then thought he 
heard the IMA say that he saw Arreaga looking out the window so they believed he was inside. Bryant 
walked over to Arreaga's house by himself. Thayer said a couple minutes later he heard a few different 
voices yelling from that direction that made him think they were fighting. He then heard a loud whistle 
and the IMA ran across the street to Arreaga's residence. Thayer said he started walking home and by 
the time he got to that side of the highway, everybody was inside the residence. He only saw Bryant and 
the IMA go to Arreaga's house. He then went home to put away his groceries, etc. He walked back to 
that area a short time later and thought he heard a noise similar to a gunshot. He did not see the people 
leave but did see the Fire Dept and LCSO arrive. 

I advised Thayer of the Simmons Decision from a dept, issued form. He indicated he understood 
and signed the form. I showed him two color photo arrays which contained a photograph of Richard 
Pulido and Nick Azbill. The photos were arranged in random order. He was unable to identify anyone in 
the photo lineups. Refer to the recording for further details. I stored the photo lineups and Simmons 
form in evidence at the LCSO Main Office. 

On 4/20/16,1 contacted Jason Arreaga. The interview was recorded and stored on a CD. I 
advised him of the Simmons Decision from a dept, issued form. He indicated he understood and signed 
the form. I showed him a black and white photo array which contained a photograph of Jerry Adkins. 
The photos were arranged in random order. He was unable to identify anyone in the photographs. I 
stopped the recording. Refer to the recording for further details. I then asked Arreaga if I could look 
inside the residence. He brought me inside. I observed that it looked very similar to the original scene 
photos and the only blood that had been cleaned up was from the floor next to the bed. I was unable to 
locate any obvious signs of a bullet impact/ricochet on the bare cement floor near the bed or on the 
walls, ceiling, support post, front doors, door frame or the metal security doors, etc. 

On 4/20/16,1 contacted Jerry Adkins. The interview was recorded and stored on a CD. I 
immediately realized that Adkins no longer looked anything like the DMV photo I had just used in the 
photo array with Jason Arreaga. Adkins consented to my taking a photograph of him. Adkins 
confirmed that he understood that he was voluntarily speaking with me, did not have to answer any 
questions and could end the interview and tell me to leave his house. Adkins explained that just 
prior to this incident he heard that Glover was beat up by a person named Jason and also had some 
marijuana stolen from him. Adkins said Glover is like a son to him and said that Glover is mentally 
handicapped and slow. Adkins said they did not know were Glover was and so he started looking for 
him at places that he knew Glover liked to hang out. He was walking in Alpine Park when he ran into 
"Hazard" (Jeremy Bryant) and Richard Pulido. He knows them by first name by running into them 
around town but is not friends with them. They asked him if he heard about what happened to Glover. 
Adkins told them that he had and asked them what happened. They said Glover went to Jason Arreaga's 
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to sell him some maii juana. Jason Aireaga then beat up Glover. Adkins said he does not know when 
that assault happened. Adkins said that made him even more upset because up to that point he only 
thought Glover was assaulted and knew nothing of the drug transaction. They told Adkins that they 
believed they know who did it and where that person lived. They pointed out Jason Arreaga's residence. 

Adkins said he wanted to go talk to the guy. They told him no that they would handle it. Adkins 
said he knew at that point that Biyant or Pulido were going to get into Arreaga's house and beat Jason 
Arreaga up. They did not say that but he knew that was what was going to happen because Bryant and 
Pulido have a history of taking care of problems in town that way. Adkins said he asked them to help 
him go confront Jason Arreaga. Adkins said the three of them walked over there. Adkins described the 
residence and said that he looked in one of the large tinted windows and could see two people inside. 

He told Jeremy what he saw and they decided to go around to the alley on the left that appeared to have a 
door to that residence. There was no answer at that door so they walked back around to the front of the 
building where the metal security doors were. Adkins was certain that the only people there were 
Byrant, Pulido and himself. Adkins said it was dark out by this time. Adkins said nobody went to the 
upstairs apartments. At that point, Bryant heard someone inside and Adkins said Biyant, "Went off." 
Biyant began shaking the security doors and then all three of them started shaking it and were eventually 
able to open it. They were now in the doonvay at the tinted fr ont doors. They could see the two people 
inside so they started pounding on the door. 

Jason Arreaga answered the door and the first thing he said was, "You got the wrong guy. 

Nothing has happened here." Adkins said Jason Aireaga was, "Shaking like a leaf." Biyant was the 
only one speaking to him and said, "You beat up a friend of mine." Adkins explained Bryant and Jason 
Arreaga ended up fighting. Adkins said he and Pulido stayed outside at the front door while Bryant was 
inside the residence and Jason Arreaga was trying to hide behind the front door. Adkins said he did not 
see Biyant, Pulido or Jason Arreaga with any weapons and he did not have any weapons himself. 

Adkins explained that Biyant intended to do to Jason Arreaga what he had done to Glover. Adkins said 
once that was done, he intended to punch Jason Aireaga a couple times for his own satisfaction but he 
became scared. Adkins said he became scared because he saw the other person in the residence 
(Michael Aireaga) sitting on a bed in the back, reaching for what Adlans believed to be a 30-30 iifle. 
Adkins saw the guy pointing the gun towards them. Adkins said he told everyone the guy had a gun and 
they all ran out. He heard what he believed to be a gunshot as they were running out. 

I reviewed his stoiy again. Adkins was certain that there was nobody else around standing 
nearby or across the street, etc. Adkins was certain that it was only the three of them present. Adkins 
said once they got the security gate open they knocked on the front door and yelled at Jason Aireaga, 

"Get your butt out here, we need to talk to you pronto." Jason Aireaga opened the door and rattled off 
that he had nothing to do with this. Adkins said at that time, Bryant was trying to beat Jason Arreaga up 
for what they believed happened to Glover. Adkins said Biyant was trying to punch Jason Aireaga and 
Jason Arreaga was trying to block the punches with his body or the front door. Jason Aireaga was trying 
to push Biyant back out using the fr ont door but Biyant was able to get inside the residence. Adkins said 
nobody else except Biyant assaulted Jason Arreaga. Bryant continued cussing him out and telling him 
that he assaulted their friend and they were there to take care of it. Adkins thought Biyant only hit Jason 
Aneaga about three times in the face/nose because Jason Arreaga was good at blocking a lot of the 
punches. Adkins said that is when he saw the man in the back, who he thought was named Michael, 
grab the gun. Adkins told everyone about the gun. I am not sure if Adkins said this out loud or was just 
thinking it at the time but Adkins told me even though Michael Arreaga was crippled, he still had a gun 
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and they needed to get out. Adkins said the gun was fired before they left Adkins said he hid behind 
the Tomkins Tax building. He did not know where Bryant and Pulido went. He heard Jason Arreaga 
yelling for an ambulance and that his father was hurt. Adkins said none of them ever got anywhere close 
to Michael Aireaga. 

I advised Adkins of the Simmons Decision from a dept, issued form. He indicated he understood 
and signed the form. I showed him two photo arrays which contained a photograph of Jeremy Bryant 
and Richard Pulido. Bryant's lineup was in black and white. Pulido’s lineup was in color. The photos 
were arranged in random order. He identified Bryant and Pulido in the photo lineups. He signed and 
dated both photos. I stored the photo lineups and Simmons form in evidence at the LCSO Main Office. 

Adkins again confirmed that Bryant was the only person that physically assaulted Jason Arreaga 
and there was nobody else present behind or near them. Adkins recalled that as they were leaving, the 
neighbors upstairs told them the police had been called. Adkins said he decided to come forward the 
next morning when he found out what Bryant had been arrested for and did not think it was right. I 
asked Adkins if the reason they went over there was because of what happened to Glover and they 
wanted to take back the marijuana if it was still there and they wanted to hurt Jason Arreaga like he hurt 
Glover. Adkins confirmed that was their intent. Adkins said he heard there was a knife involved and 
said nobody present had a knife, including Jason Arreaga. 

Adkins said Yvonne Cox had visited him the night before and thanked him for what he was 
trying to do for Glover and asked him to go with her and Glover to Bryant’s next court date. I asked 
Adkins if he understood how this situation looks. I told him they went to Jason Arteaga's house with the 
intent to enter the residence and take stuff from him and hurt him. Adkins said they were going to take 
the weed (marijuana) and give it back to who it belonged to. Glover told them it was about 2-3 ounces 
but they did not see any marijuana. Adkins said when they first met Glover they told him he needed to 
be careful who he associated with because people would take advantage of him. Adkins said Glover 
told him that he used to visit Michael Arreaga and smoke marijuana with him. Adkins said Glover is 
scared and he told Glover that what he did was wrong. Adkins said he does not know who gave Glover 
the marijuana to sell. 

Adkins then recalled that "Little Richard" Pulido (son of Richard Pulido) came to his house the 
night of this incident and told him about what happened to Glover. That is when Adkins went to Alpine 
Park trying to find Glover and he ran into Bryant and Pulido. Adkins said Little Richard Pulido was not 
present with them. Adkins said he could have been in the park with his girlfriend but was certain that 
Little Richard Pulido was not a participant. Adkins did not know anyone named Marco/Maiio. Adkins 
said there was nobody sitting nearby when he, Biyant and Pulido were sitting at the bench at Alpine Park 
talking about what they were going to do. Refer to the recording for further details. 

On 4/21/16,1 contacted Jason Arreaga. The interview was recorded and stored on a CD. I 
advised him of the Simmons Decision from a dept, issued form. He indicated he understood and signed 
the form. I showed him a color photo array which contained an updated photograph of Jerry Adkins. 

The photos were arranged in random order. He was unable to identify anyone in the photographs. Jason 
Arreaga explained that his father has to use a walker or wheelchair to stand up or move anything more 
than a few steps. Jason Arreaga said he did not see anyone fighting with his father for the gun. He said 
Biyant and another guy got past him. Jason Aireaga said the rifle belongs to his father. He said his 
father kept the gun wrapped in a blanket above the bed where they both slept. Jason Arteaga said he 
moved in approx, a week and a half earlier and did not know his father had the rifle there. Jason 
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AiTeaga said he is scared and unable to sleep and worried about his father. He is afraid something else is 
going to happen and he does not want to go back to jail. Refer to the recording for further details. 

On 4/21/16,1 contacted Richard Pulido. The interview was recorded and stored on a CD. 

Pulido confinned that he understood that he was voluntarily speaking with me, did not have to answer 
any questions and could end the interview at anytime. Pulido said he was at Alpine park fishing with 
his son Richard Pulido, his son's girlfriend Alicia, Bryant and others. Pulido said there was a crowd of 
people at the park and they heard that a man they know as "Freedom" (Glover) was telling people he had 
just been assaulted. Pulido went over to see him and described how his face was all bloody. Glover 
pointed out Jason Aireaga’s residence and said a guy inside had him inside the house and beat him up. 
Pulido described Jason Arreaga's residence. 

Pulido said Bryant walked up to Jason Arreaga at his residence and, "Polite as heck" asks Jason 
Arreaga why he beat up Glover. Jason Arreaga replied, "You want some too. I'll fucking bury you" and 
then brandishes a pocket knife. He then tried to stab Bryant through the metal security door. Pulido said 
there was an older man (possible name of Jerry), Richard Pulido (son) , his girlfr iend and a guy named 
Derik standing with him on the sidewalk behind Bryant watching. Pulido said Bryant almost got 
stabbed in the chest. Bryant started kicking the security door. They continued arguing and Jason 
Arreaga charged into the security door which loosened it up. Bryant kicked the security door again and 
was able to get it to open. Jason Arreaga continued to try and stab Bryant while Bryant is kicking at him 
to keep him away. Pulido said Bryant never entered the residence. Pulido said Jason Arreaga then told 
someone inside to shoot them. Pulido looked in through the side front window and saw a man pointing a 
rifle at them. He told Bryant there was someone inside with a gun. Bryant closed the door and went to 
leave when they heard a gunshot and then someone screaming inside. He told everyone to run. 

Pulido said he heard that someone took marijuana from Glover. I asked him what their intent 
was before going to Jason Arreaga's house. Pulido said he was just following the crowd over there. 
Pulido denied meeting with Bryant and Adkins and planning to beat up Jason Arreaga and stealing the 
marijuana back. Pulido said the plan was to confront him over beating up Glover. Pulido said he 
thought the man with the gun was in the far back area of the residence. He thought the man might have 
been in a wheelchair because he was sitting so low. Pulido said he heard the gunshot and actually saw 
him aiming the gun at the door. Pulido said he saw the man fire the shot, heard a ping (ricochet) and 
then saw the man get hit in the leg by the bullet. Pulido says Jason Arreaga told the man to shoot and 
then moved out of the way to the side while holding the door open so he was out of the way. Pulido 
denied that he had any specific intent to hurt Jason Arreaga. He said Adkins was standing with them but 
did not do anything but watch what was happening. 

I advised Pulido of the Simmons Decision from a dept, issued form. He indicated he understood 
and signed the form. I showed him a black and white photo array which contained a photograph of 
Jeremy Bryant and a color photo array which contained a photograph of Jerry Adkins. The photos were 
arranged in random order. He identified Bryant and Adkins in their lineups and initialed and dated the 
photographs. I stored the photo lineups and Simmons form in evidence at the LCSO Main Office. 

I asked Pulido to describe the knife he says Jason Arreaga had. He described it as a standard 
sized pocket krife with a black blade. He continued to say that they only intended to talk to him and tell 
him to leave Glover alone. I asked Pulido again if he actually saw the muzzle blast and he said he did 
not He saw the gun pointed towards them and was running away when he heard the gun shot. Refer to 
the recording for further details. 
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On 4/21/16,1 contacted Derek Killough. The interview was recorded and stored on a CD. 
Killough said he was sitting at Alpine Park when Bryant told him about what happened to Glover and 
where the guy that did it lived. Killough said he walked with Bryant and others to Jason Arreaga's 
residence to confront him about what happened with Glover. Killough said they first walked down the 
alley on the left side of the building to knock on the door there but there was no answer. They went to 
the front of the residence and noticed a light turned on inside so you could see in through the tinted 
windows. Bryant confr onted Jason Arreaga about what happened to Glover. They exchanged words 
when Jason Arreaga pulled a knife out. Bryant broke the security door at which point Killough saw 
Jason Arreaga run inside and grab a handgun. Killough said he immediately ran across the street to get 
away and did not see if anyone else went inside. 

Killough said the people that went to confr ont Jason Arreaga were Bryant, Adkins, and maybe a 
couple other people he did not know. Killough said he also did not know Jason Arreaga. He said the 
only person that did anything physical was Bryant with Jason Arreaga. Killough said the metal security 
doors were closed when they first made contact with Jason Arreaga. Killough said Jason Arreaga was 
swinging his knife back and forth while standing behind the closed metal doors but did not see him try to 
stab Bryant. He heard the gunshot as he was running away and described it as sounding like a muffled 
small caliber gun. Refer to the recording for further details. 

On 4/21/16,1 contacted Derek Killough. The interview was recorded and stored on a CD. I 
advised Pulido of the Simmons Decision from a dept, issued form. He indicated he understood and 
signed the form. I showed him three black and white photo arrays which contained a photograph of 
Jeremy Bryant, Richard Pulido and Jerry Adkins. The photos were arranged in random order. He 
identified Bryant, Pulido and Adkins in their lineups and initialed and dated the photographs. I stored 
the photo lineups and Simmons form in evidence at the LCSO Main Office. Refer to the recording for 
further details. 

On 4/25/16,1 spoke with Yvonne Cox by phone. For purposes of this investigation, the 
conversation was recorded and stored on a CD. She was at home the night of this incident when she was 
contacted by LCSO Personnel looking for Bryant. She said Bryant has worked for her and even though 
he is a cage fighter she has not know him to be a violent person. She was able to contact Bryant who 
then came to her house. Bryant told her that he was going to Alpine Park to hang out with Richard 
Pulido, Adkins and a couple other guys. He ran into Glover who told him that he was just assaulted by 
the guy across the street. Glover said he went upstairs and got a couple bags of marijuana and brought 
them down to Jason Arreaga. Jason Arreaga then beat him up and stole the marijuana. Cox said Jason 
Arreaga was recently acquitted for the murder of someone that worked for her. Bryant further told her 
that Jason Arreaga tried to stab him. At some point, Michael Arreaga told Jason Arreaga to step aside 
and then shot at Bryant. The bullet misses Bryant, hits the steel security door and ricochets back striking 
Michael Arreaga in the leg. Cox said Bryant, Pulido and Adkins all told her the same story. She said 
there was another subject named "Boomer" that was there. Cox said he is an IMA with dark skin and 
tattoos who told her he was there. Refer to the recording for further details.

On 4/19/2016, Sergeant Davis and Detective Pi'ann asked that I analyze items of clothing taken from 
Jeremy Biyant.

Call to Male (Michael Arreaga, Jason’s father with same phone number. During a 
different call to the same number Jason identifies the male by calling him Dad.) Michael 
was involved in the above pending case and was shot during the incident. They discuss 
Michael sending money to Jason and putting money on the phone. Michael says he talked 
to his sister who tried talking to him about the incident. Michael did not want to talk 
about what happened during the incident however he later makes many statements about 
it (what I determined to be April of 2016). 

06:10 

M: So my fucking sister, uh, I almost lost it on her because uh, she said to me, I was just. 
The only thing I said was, you know. I had 6 surgeries to save my leg. I fucking got my 
leg shot off, from under me, la, la, la. 1 didn’t say I. You. Who. We. What. She said, “Oh 
so you, I heard you shot yourself.” 

J: What the fuck 

M: I’m like fuck. Okay, whatever. Did you say anything like that to her?

After learning the above listed information, I reviewed the case file and determined they 
were indeed speaking about the shooting on April of 2016,1 contacted Lake County 
Deputy District Attorney (DDA) Edward Borg and had him listen to the audio recording 
as well. It was clear both Arreaga’s gave a false statement to law enforcement about what 
actually occurred during the shooting incident and who shot Michael. Furthermore 
Michael Arreaga intended to lie further if questioned about his DNA. DDA Borg 
believed it was necessary to immediately dismiss the charges against Jeremy Bryant. We 
coordinated with the Lake County Superior Court and defense council, Mitch Hauptman. 
A hearing was held in Department 3 at 1500 hours, and DDA Borg dismissed the charges 
against Bryant without provide the above listed reason. Judge Blum ordered that Bryant 
be released from custody immediately. DDA Borg called Michael and advised him the 
defendant was being released pending further investigation.

ARREST OF MICHAEL ANTHONY ARREAGA FOR PERJURY 


On March 30, 2018, The Lake County District Attorney’s Perjury Investigation Unit 
concluded a three month long investigation with the arrest of Michael Anthony Arreaga, 
age 56, for three counts of perjury, providing false information to a grand jury and filing a 
false police report. 

This case originated from a report on April 18, 2016, made to the Sheriffs Department of a 
shooting at 6014 East Highway 20 in Lucerne. Michael Arreaga told Sheriffs Deputies 
that Jeremy Bryant and several other people had forced their way onto the Arreaga property 
through a security fence, then into the Arreaga residence. Michael Arreaga gave 
information that the suspects were there to rob his son, Jason Arreaga, age 31, of marijuana 
and money. 

Michael Arreaga told deputies that fearing for his and his son's life he got his rifle and 
confronted Jeremy Bryant. He said Jeremy Bryant grabbed the rifl e and they struggled lor 
control of it. Michael Arreaga said that during the struggle Jeremy Bryant shot him in the 
leg. Michael Arreaga's story was corroborated by his son Jason. Later that same day, 
Jeremy Arreaga was arrested by sheriffs deputies and charged with robbery, assault with a 
deadly weapon and burglary. 

On January 5, 2017, two weeks before Jeremy Bryant's jury trial was to start investigators 
from the Lake County District Attorney's Office obtained information that lead them to 
believe Jeremy Bryant may be innocent of the charges. On the same day, and after 
spending almost nine months in custody, Jeremy Bryant was released from jail, pending 
further investigation. 

Lake County District Attorney Don Anderson impaneled a Criminal Investigative Grand 
Jury as part of the investigation into this matter. On January 27, 2017, Michael Arreaga 
testified before the Grand Jury in the same manner and to the same facts that he had told 
sheriffs deputies. 



During the course of the District Attorney's investigation it was determined the truth was 
that during the altercation between Jason Arreaga and Jeremy Bryant, Michael Arreaga 
did obtain a rille but had accidently shot himself in the leg. It was also determined that 
Jeremy Bryant never entered the Arreaga residence or struggled with Michael Arreaga for 
the rifle as Michael Arreaga testified to before the grand jury. 

Michael Arreaga faces a maximum sentence of six year if convicted of the charges. 

The District Attorney's Office is continuing to actively investigate and prosecute perjury 
cases in Lake County. This is one of several cases currently being investigated and more 
arrests are anticipated.
